TRUSTEE DISTRIBUTION 


1. In this Regulation, “major part” means, with 
respect to a county or regional municipality, an area in 
the county or regional municipality that is larger than 
50 per cent of the geographic area of the county or 
regional municipality, as the case may be.

(3) Where the area of jurisdiction of a board is 
composed, wholly or partly, of all or the major part of 
two or more counties, a determination and a distribu- 
tion shall be made by the clerk of the municipality in 
each county having the largest population, and where 
there are fewer than three counties in the area of juris- 
diction of the board, by the clerk of the municipality, 
in the area of jurisdiction of the board, having succes- 
sively the next largest population. 
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(4) Where the area of jurisdiction of a board com- 
prises a county or the major part of a county and a 
regional municipality or the major part of a regional 
municipality, a determination and a distribution shall 
be made by the clerk of the municipality having the 
largest population in the county and the clerk of the 
municipality having the largest population in the 
regional municipality and the clerk of the municipal- 
ity, in the area of jurisdiction of the board, having suc- 
cessively the next largest population. 


(5) The director of education of a board shall take 
the necessary steps to convene a meeting of the per- 
sons required to make the determination and distribu- 
tion for the board and shall be consulted during the 
process of making a determination of or a distribution 
for the members of the board. 


(6) A determination and a distribution shall be 
made within ten days of receipt of the enumeration list 
from the assessment commissioner and, in any case, 
shall be made not later than the 10th day of August in 
the year of a regular election under the Municipal 
Elections Act. 


(7) On or before the tenth day after the receipt of 
the enumeration list from the assessment commis- 
sioner and, in any case, not later than the 10th day of 
August in the year of a regular election under the 
Municipal Elections Act, the clerk of the municipality 
having the largest population shall send by registered 
mail a copy of the determination and the distributions 
for a board to the Minister, the secretary of the board 
and the clerks of all municipalities, including a 
regional municipality, and counties that are all or 
partly within the area of jurisdiction of the board. 


(8) Where the members of a board who represent 
an electoral group direct that an alternative distribu- 
tion be made, the distribution shall be made on or 
before the twenty-fifth day after the receipt of the enu- 
meration list from the assessment commissioner and, 
in any case, not later than the 25th day of August. 


(9) On or before the twenty-fifth day after the 
receipt of the enumeration list from the assessment 
commissioner and, in any case, not later than the 25th 
day of August in the year of a regular election under 
the Municipal Elections Act, the clerk of the munici- 
pality having the largest population shall send by reg- 
istered mail a copy of the alternative distribution for 
an electoral group of a board to the Minister, the sec- 
retary of the board and the clerks of all municipalties, 
including a regional municipality, and counties that 
are all or partly within the area of jurisdiction of the 
board. 


(10) Where a municipality is divided into electoral 
areas for the election of board members, other than 
electoral areas established under section 277i of the 
Act, and the clerk of the municipality is not a person 
prescribed to make a distribution, the clerk may make 
recommendations on the distribution to be made to 
electoral areas within the municipality. 
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(11) The clerk of a county may make recommenda-.

board. 


(16) In addition to the copies required to be sent 
under subsections (7) and (13), the clerk shall include a 
reference to the motion in the minutes of the board 
that authorizes an increase or decrease in the number 
of members by one or two, where applicable, and the 
data and calculations by which the determination and 
distributions were made. 


(17) In addition to the copies required to be sent 
under subsections (9) and (15), the clerk shall include 
the reference to the motions in the minutes of the 
board that authorize the alternative distribution and 
the data and the calculations by which the alternative 
distribution was made.

“non-drinker”, in relation to a driver, means a person 
who agrees not to consume any alcoholic beverage, 
except minimal amounts consumed in connection 
with religious ceremonies, during the term of a

“policy” means a contract of automobile insurance; 


“public vehicle” means a vehicle that is used to carry 
passengers for compensation; 


“rated”, in relation to a vehicle, its use or its drivers, 
means the risk exposure of an insurer that is 
assessed for the purposes of a policy; 


“retail delivery”, in relation to the use of a commercial 
vehicle, means the delivery of goods sold by retail- 


ers to consumers in small quantities or broken lots; 


“snow vehicle” means a motorized snow vehicle as 
defined in the Motorized Snow Vehicles Act, 


“taxi” means a public vehicle equipped to carry a max- 
imum of six passengers; 


“territory class” means the applicable class of risk 
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exposure selected from among the classes listed in 
Schedule 2; 


“trailer” means a trailer as defined in the Highway 
Traffic Act; 


“vehicle claims history class” means the applicable 
class of risk exposure selected from among the 
classes described in Schedule 3; 


“vehicle rating group” means the applicable class of 
risk exposure selected from among the classes 
described in Schedule 8; 


“vehicle value rating group for commercial and public 
vehicles” means the applicable class of risk expo- 
sure selected from among the classes described in 
Schedule 15;

(3) The radius of travel of a vehicle is the distance 
travelled by the vehicle from its point of origin to 
reach the farthest destination to which it is anticipated 
that the vehicle will travel during the term of the 
applicable policy. 


(4) The price when new of a vehicle is the sum of, 


(a) the manufacturer’s suggested retail price 
when new for the vehicle; 


(b) taxes paid on the purchase of the vehicle; 
and 


(c) the amount paid in addition to the amount 
described in clause (a) for any customizing 
alterations and any additional equipment 
permanently attached to the _ vehicle.

APPLICATION OF PART II OF THE ACT TO TYPES OF

(“Limitation of amount”), 19a (“Valued automobile 
(agreed or appraised value)”), 20 (“Loss of use”), 22 
(‘Damage to property of passengers in_ public 
vehicle”), 23b (“Mortgage”), 27 (“Disappearing 
deductible”), 28 (“Reduction of coverage in respect of 
named persons”), 29 (“Additional coverage in respect 
to named persons”), 35 (“Emergency — service 
expense”), 40 (“Fire and theft deductible”), 43r (“Lim- 
ited waiver of depreciation”), 44 (“Family protection”) 
and 60 (“Liability for damages to non-owned automo- 
bile”).

1. In this Schedule, the insured vehicle includes each successive antecedent vehicle 
of the applicant that the insured vehicle replaces. 


2. If the vehicle claims history class is an applicable class of risk exposure with 
respect to a policy, the applicable vehicle claims history class is determined in 
accordance with section 4. 


Classes Established 


3. A separate vehicle claims history class is established for each claim that is 
counted with respect to an insured vehicle. 


Applicable Class 


4, The vehicle claims history class is determined by the number of claims with 
respect to the insured vehicle, as determined under section 5, 


(a) during the five years before the date the policy is entered into, with 
respect to personal vehicles, commercial vehicles that are operated by 


identified drivers, owner-operated taxis and taxis that are operated by 
identified drivers; or 


(b) during the three years before the date the policy is entered into, with 
respect to vehicles that are not described in clause (a). 


Number of Claims 


5.-(1) Subject to this section, in determining the vehicle claims history class, 
every claim arising from the ownership, use or operation of the insured vehicle that 
resulted in an insurer making a payment under the third party coverage or collision 
coverage of a policy insuring the insured vehicle is counted. 


(2) For the purposes of this section, a claim arising from an accident is not 
counted, 


(a) if the insured vehicle was struck by an unidentified vehicle and the 
accident was reported to a police officer as soon as was practicable; or 


(b) if the insured vehicle was legally parked when the accident occurred and 
the accident was reported to a police officer as soon as was practicable. 


(3) If, before this section came into force, an insurer did not levy a surcharge for 
a claim described in subsection (1) in respect of an insured vehicle, that insurer shall 
not count the claim under this section but another insurer may count the claim in rating 
the vehicle under this section. 


(4) If as a result of a finding by a court or a provision in a settlement agreement, 
the insurer is not liable, or is entitled to be reimbursed, for a payment made in respect 
of a claim described in subsection (1), the claim is not counted under this section and 
the vehicle claims history class shall be changed retroactively for the period that the 
incorrect classification, if any, was in effect.

1. If the driving experience class of a principal driver or a secondary driver is an 
applicable class of risk exposure with respect to a policy, the applicable driving 
experience class is the class corresponding with the number of years licensed and driver

(a) subsection 4(1) for the principal driver and subsection 4(2) for the 
secondary driver of a private passenger vehicle; 


(b) subsection 4(3) for the principal driver of a motorcycle;

(d) subsection 4(1) for the principal driver and subsection 4(2) for the 
secondary driver of a taxi operated by identified drivers; and

Number of Years Licensed 


' 2.-(1) Subject to subsection (2), the number of years licensed of a driver is the 
number of whole years that the driver has held a licence issued by a governmental 
authority to operate the type of motor vehicle for which the licence is issued. 


(2) The number of years licensed of a driver does not include, 


(a) any year that the driver would have been ineligible because of the driver's 
age to obtain a licence in Ontario; or 


(b) any year in which the driver did not hold a licence because of non-renewal 
or suspension of the licence.

Classes Established 


2.-(1) Separate conviction history classes are established for the categories of, 


(a) serious driving offences; 


(b) major Highway Traffic Act offences; and 
(c) minor Highway Traffic Act offence. 


(2) 2 rr eae conviction history class is established in each category described in 
subsection (1) for each conviction that is counted with respect to a policy. 


Applicable Classes 


3.-(1) In determining the risk exposure under a policy, one conviction history class 
shall be designated for each category of offence in which there is a conviction. 


(2) The conviction history class for each category of offence is determined by the 


number of convictions in the category, during the three years before the date the policy 
is entered into, entered against the applicable persons as determined under section 7. 


Serious Driving Offences 


4, A serious driving offence is, 


(a) criminal negligence causing death, contrary to section 203 of the Criminal 
Code (Canada), if the charge arises out of the operation of a motor 
vehicle; 


(b) criminal negligence causing bodily harm, contrary to section 204 of the 
Criminal Code (Canada), if the charge arises out of the operation of a 
motor vehicle; 


(c) manslaughter, contrary to section 219 of the Criminal Code (Canada), if the 
charge arises out of the operation of a motor vehicle; 


(d) dangerous driving, contrary to subsection 233(1) of the Criminal Code 
(Canada) ; 
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(e) dangerous driving causing bodily harm, contrary to subsection 233(3) of the 
Criminal Code (Canada); 


(f) dangerous driving causing death, contrary to subsection 233(4) of the 
Criminal Code (Canada) ; 


(g) impaired driving, contrary to clause 237(a) of the Criminal Code (Canada) ; 


(h) driving with blood alcohol over eighty milligrams, contrary to clause 
237(b) of the Criminal Code (Canada) ; 


(i) failure or refusal to provide a breath or blood sample, contrary to 
subsection 238(5) of the Criminal Code (Canada); 


(j) impaired driving causing bodily harm, contrary to subsection 239(2) of the 
Criminal Code (Canada); 


(k) impaired driving causing death, contrary to subsection 239(3) of the 
Criminal Code (Canada) ; 





(1) failure to stop at the scene of an accident, contrary to subsection 236(1) 
of the Criminal Code (Canada); 


(m) driving while disqualified from doing so, contrary to subsection 242(4) of 
the Criminal Code (Canada); 


(n) driving 60 kilometres or more over the maximum speed limit, contrary to 
subsection 109(1) of the Highway Traffic Act; 


(o) failure to stop at the request of a police officer, contrary to subsection 
189a(1) of the Highway Traffic Act, if the driver's licence is subsequently 
suspended under subsection 189a(2) of that Act, 

and any offence substantially the same as an offence described in clauses (a) to (m) that 


is committed outside Canada or in clause (n) or (0) that is committed outside Ontario. 


Major Highway Traffic Act Offences 


5. A major Highway Traffic Act offence is, 


(a) any offence for which the driver's licence is subsequently suspended under 
subsection 26(1) of that Act, other than an offence under the Criminal Code 
(Canada) that is a serious driving offence; 





(b) driving while the driver's licence is suspended, contrary to subsection 
35(1) of that Act; 


(c) driving 40 kilometres per hour or more but less than 60 kilometres per hour 
over the maximum speed limit, contrary to subsection 109(1) of that Act; 


(d) careless driving, contrary to section 111 of that Act; 


(e) failing to report an accident, contrary to subsection 173(1) of that Act; 
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(f) failing to provide the information required by clause 174(1)(c), contrary 
to subsection 174(2) of that Act; 


(g) failure to remain at the scene of an accident, contrary to subsection 
174(2) of that Act, 


and any offence substantially the same as such an offence that is committed outside 
Ontario. 


Minor Highway Traffic Act Offences 


6. A minor Highway Traffic Act offence is, 


(a) any offence committed under a provision of the Highway Traffic Act, other 
than a serious driving offence or a major Highway Traffic Act offence, for 
which demerit points are provided under Ontario Regulation 359/81; 


(b) driving less than 15 kilometres per hour over the maximum speed limit, 
contrary to subsection 109(1) of that Act; 


(ce) failing to stop for an emergency vehicle, contrary to subsection 137(1) of 
that Act; 


(d) pane standing or stopping a vehicle, contrary to subsection 147(1) of 
at Act; 


(e) operating or permitting the operation of a vehicle unless the vehicle is 


insured, contrary to clause 2(3)(a) of the Compulsory Automobile Insurance 
Act; 


(f) surrendering an insurance card for a vehicle when the vehicle is not so 


insured, contrary to clause 2(3)(b) of the Compulsory Automobile Insurance 
Acts 


(g) failure to have or to surrender an insurance card for a vehicle, contrary 


to subsection 3(2) of the Compulsory Automobile Insurance Act; 


(h) failure to disclose particulars of insurance, contrary to subsection 4(1) 


of the Compulsory Automobile Insurance Act, 


and any offence substantially the same as such an offence that is committed outside 
Ontario. 


Persons Whose Convictions are Counted 


7.-(1) In rating a private passenger vehicle, the convictions against the principal 
driver, the secondary driver, if any, and all drivers within a household who are not named 
as either a principal driver or a secondary driver of another vehicle insured under the 


same policy are counted, - 
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(2) In rating a commercial vehicle operated by identified drivers, the convictions 
against the identified drivers are counted. 


(3) In rating a taxi operated by identified drivers, the convictions against the 
identified drivers are counted. 


(4) In rating an owner-operated taxi, the convictions against the principal driver 
are counted. 


Convictions Considered 


8.-(1) A conviction is considered to have occurred on the date it is entered, 


(2) If a conviction is overturned by a court on appeal, the conviction history class 
shall be correspondingly changed retroactively for the period that the incorrect 
classification, if any, was in effect.

1. If the coverage limit class is an applicable class of risk exposure in respect of 
a coverage under a policy, the applicable coverage limit class or classes shall be as 
determined in accordance with section 3. 


2. Every insurer is exempt from the requirements of Part II of the Act with respect 
to coverage limit classes 7 and 10. 


3.-(1) Subject to subsections (2) and (3), the coverage limit class or classes of 
risk exposure applicable for a coverage is the class number set out in Column 1 of the 
Table to this section opposite each amount set out in Column 2 that describes the limit on 
the insurer's liability for the coverage under the policy. 


(2) Coverage limit class 1 applies only with respect to third party liability 
coverage for a vehicle licensed under the Public Vehicles Act that is required by clause 
15(1)(b) of Regulation 888 of Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1980, to carry at least 
$5,000 of insurance for damage to the property of all passengers in the vehicle. 


(3) Coverage limit classes 8, 9 and 10 apply, and classes 6 and 7 do not apply, only 
with respect to vehicles licensed under the Public Vehicles Act that are required by 
clause 15(1)(c) of Regulation 888 of Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1980, to carry at 
least $2,000,000 of insurance against loss or damage resulting from bodily injury to or 
death of one or more passengers in the vehicle.

(4) If the make or model of a vehicle that is described in subsection (1) is not set 
out in Column 1 of the Table to this section, the model year of the vehicle is not set out 
in Column 2 or there is no group number for the vehicle listed in Column 2, the vehicle 
rating group for the vehicle is determined in accordance with Schedule 9. 


(5) The vehicle rating group for a vehicle with a price when new that exceeds $75,000 
is group Z.

tion prescribed for that class of real property 
in the Regional Area, the municipal and 
school taxes that would have been so levied 
for the year 1987 from the total assessment 
for that prescribed class will be substantially 
the same total amount for that prescribed 
class of real property as was actually levied 
in the Regional Area for the year 1987 
against the total assessment for that pre- 
scribed class of real property in that Regional 
Area. 


2. All real property within a prescribed class of 
real property in the Regional Area shall, as 
nearly as may be, be assessed at the same 
proportion of the market value of such real 
property in the year 1984, as that market 
value is determined by the Assessment Com- 
missioner in whose Assessment Region the 
Regional Area is located. 
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3. The total assessment, including assessments 
made under section 32 or 33 of the 
Assessment Act, of the real property in the 
Regional Area shall not be substantially 
increased or decreased.

EXEMPTION—MINISTRY OF THE

This Order is to amend Exemption Order MOE-32, 
Ontario Regulation 334/86, that an undertaking, 
namely: 


The removal of coal tar materials deposited on 
and in the vicinity of Lot 223, City of Niagara 
Falls (formerly in Stamford Twp), The Regional 
Municipality of Niagara, including the removal 
of the coal tar materials to a certified landfill site 
and the restoration of the site of excavation and 
the immediate surrounding area, 


be exempted from the application of the Act pursuant 
to section 29; and having been advised by the Direc- 
tor, Project Engineering Branch, Ministry of the 
Environment, that if the undertaking is subject to the 
application of the Act, the following injury, damage or 
interference with persons and property indicated will 
occur: 


A. The coal tar deposits will present a future 
danger to public health and safety. 


B. There is the potential for migration of coal 
tar material by leaching and percolation 
from the locations identified into the Wel- 
land River, as noted in the Consultant 
Report of Acres International Limited dated 
December, 1987. 


Having weighed such injury, damage or interfer- 
ence against the betterment of the people of the whole 
or any part of Ontario by the protection, conservation 
and wise management in Ontario of the environment 
which would result from the undertaking being sub- 
ject to the application of the Act; 


The undersigned is of the opinion that it is in the 
public interest to order and orders that the undertak-

ing is exempt from the application of the Act for the 
following reasons: 


A. Local residents are anxious that the work 
should be carried out as quickly as possible. 


B. The undertaking is expected to eliminate the 
adverse public health and safety impacts that 
were experienced as a result of the presence 
of the coal tar deposits. 


C. Construction activities associated with the 
undertaking are expected to have minimal 
adverse environmental effects. 


D. Alternatives to and alternative methods of 
completing the undertaking were outlined in 
a report, prepared by Acres International 
Limited, which was reviewed February 8th, 
1988 by the Chippawa Liaison Committee. 
The Chippawa Liaison Committee is com- 
prised of members of the public and agencies 
including Ontario Hydro, the Medical Offi- 
cer of Health, Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources, the City of Niagara Falls, and Dr. 
M. Dickman of Brock University. This 
Committee has endorsed the undertaking. 


E. This undertaking is being managed by the 
Project Engineering Branch, Ministry of the 
Environment. The Regional Director, West 
Central Region, will ensure that all regula- 
tory requirements for the safe transport and 
ultimate disposal of this material are carried 
out in compliance with the Environmental 
Protection Act. 


The exemption is subject to the following terms and 
conditions: 


1. The principal activities associated with the 
undertaking include the following: 


(a) Excavation of the coal tar material 
will be carried out using accepted 
construction methods. The environ- 
mental impact during excavation will 
be reviewed by the Director, West 
Central Region. 


Restoration of Ontario Hydro lands, 
where disturbed, will be carried out. 


(b) 


(c) Rip rap and debris will be disposed of 
in accordance with Part V of the 
Environmental Protection Act. 
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8. 
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The method of excavating the coal tar ma- 
terial located on Lot 223, City of Niagara 
Falls, will be conducted to minimize the cre- 
ation of suspended sediment in the Welland 
River. 


The Director, West Central Region, will 
ensure that all regulatory requirements for 
the safe transport and ultimate disposal of 
this coal tar material are in compliance with 
the Environmental Protection Act. 


The planning and design of the clean-up pro- 
cess will be made known to the Chippawa 
Liaison Committee. As well, adjacent prop- 
erty owners will be advised individually 
prior to implementation. 


Potentially affected agencies, organizations 
and committees will be formally advised of 
the undertaking, and any subsequent 
requirements and any regulatory approvals 
will be obtained. 


The Liaison Committee and potentially 
affected agencies will be notified on an on- 
going basis with respect to the implementa- 
tion progress of the undertaking. 


Mitigation of adverse environmental effects 
during construction will be undertaken by 
the Project Engineering Branch. This will 
include: 


(a) Compliance with established waste 
management practices and a worker 
health protocol developed in consulta- 
tion with the Ministry of Labour and 
approved by the local Regional Office 
of the Ministry of the Environment. 


(b) Construction areas will be fenced and 
secured. The area will also be secured 
during non-working hours. The pub- 
lic will not be permitted in the secured 
area. 


(c) Noise from the undertaking will be 
minimized as much as possible, and 
restricted to operating within time 
periods outlined in local by-laws. 


A written report will be prepared after the 
undertaking is completed and will record the 
results of the excavation and treatment pro- 
cedures and how the terms and conditions of 
this Order were complied with. The report 
shall be submitted to the Director, Environ- 
mental Assessment Branch, within six 
months after the undertaking is completed 
by the Director of the Project Engineering 
Branch to be kept with the public records

1. This plan may be cited as the “Ontario Crop 
Insurance Plan — Red Beets”. 


2. The purpose of this plan is to provide for insur- 
ance against a loss in the production of red beets 


resulting from one or more of the perils designated in 
paragraph 4. 


INTERPRETATION 
3. In this plan, 

“average farm yield” means the average of previous 
yields of the planted acreage determined on the 
basis of acreage production records of the insured 
person or such other basis as is reasonable in the 


circumstances; 


“processor” means a person engaged in the business of 
processing red beets; 


“red beets” means red beets produced in Ontario for 
processing. 


DESIGNATION OF PERILS 


4. The following are designated as perils for the 
purpose of this plan: 


1. Drought. 

2. Excessive moisture. 
3. Excessive rainfall. 
4. Flood. 


5. Frost. 
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6. Hail. 
7. Insect infestation. 
8. Plant disease. 
9. Wild life. 


10. Wind. 


DESIGNATION OF CROP YEAR 


5. The crop year for red beets is the period from 
the 1st day of March in any year to the 15th day of 
October in the same year. 


CONTRACT OF INSURANCE 


6. For the purpose of this plan, the entire contract 
of insurance for red beets is comprised of, 


(a) the contract of insurance in Form 1; 

(b) the application for insurance; and 

(c) the final acreage report for each crop year. 
7. An application for insurance shall, 

(a) be ina form provided by the Commission; 


(b) be accompanied by a premium deposit of 
$100; and 


(c) be filed with the Commission not later than 
the date on which planting commences or the 
15th day of April in the crop year in respect 
of which it is made, whichever is earlier. 


8. A contract of insurance is in force for the crop 
year in respect of which it is made unless it is termi- 
nated in accordance with the regulations. 


COVERAGE 


9. The coverage provided under a contract of 
insurance in each crop year is the lesser of, 


(a) the level of coverage determined under sec- 
tion 10; or 


(b) the contract tonnage set out in the agreement 
between the processor and the grower of red 
beets. 


10.—{1) The initial coverage provided under a con- 
tract of insurance shall be 75 per cent of the average 
farm yield in tons of the total acreage planted to red 
beets by the insured person. 


(2) The coverage provided under a contract of 
insurance following a year in which there was no 
claim shall be, 
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(a) if the previous year’s coverage was 70 per 
cent, 73 per cent; 


(b) if the previous year’s coverage was 73 per 
cent, 75 per cent;

(d) if the previous year’s coverage was 78 per 
cent, 80 per cent; and

Act (Ontario), and the regulations made thereunder, 
where in a crop year the insured person suffers a loss 
in the production of red beets resulting from one or 
more of the perils designated in the plan, the Commis- 
sion, subject to the terms and conditions hereinafter 
set forth, agrees to indemnify the insured person in 
respect of such loss. 


TERMS AND CONDITIONS 
CAUSES OF LOSS NOT INSURED AGAINST 


1. This contract does not apply to, and no indem-

(a) the coverage shall be decreased proportion- 
ately in calculating whether there has been a 
loss; and 


(b) the actual production shall be used in calcu- 
lating the average farm yield in order to 
determine coverage for the following crop 
year. 


(2) If the actual planted acreage of red beets in a 
crop year is less than the planted acreage declared in 
the final acreage report, the Commission shall not 
refund any part of the premium. 


(3) If the actual planted acreage of red beets in a 
crop year exceeds the planted acreage declared in the 
final acreage report, the actual production shall be 
used in calculating whether there has been a loss and, 


(a) where the calculation indicates a loss, such 
actual production shall be used; or 


(b) where the calculation does not indicate a 
loss, such actual production shall be reduced 
in proportion to the acreage declared in the 
final acreage report, 


in calculating the average farm yield in order to deter- 
mine coverage for the following crop year. 


HARVESTING OF PLANTED ACREAGE 


4,—({1) All acreage planted to the insured crop in 
the crop year shall be harvested as red beets for pro- 
cessing unless the Commission, upon written applica- 
tion, consents in writing to, 


(a) the use of the planted acreage or any part of 
it for another purpose; or 


(b) the abandonment or destruction of the 
insured crop or any part of it. 


(2) If the harvesting of any planted acreage is not 
completed and the failure to harvest was not caused 
by a designated peril, the contract of insurance ceases 
to apply to the unharvested acreage and no indemnity 
shall be payable for it.

MISREPRESENTATION, VIOLATION OF CONDITIONS OR 
FRAUD 


5. A claim by the insured person under this con- 
tract is invalid and the right of the insured person to

(i) gives false particulars of the insured 
crop to the prejudice of the Commis- 
sion, or 


(ii) knowingly misrepresents or fails to 
disclose any fact required to be stated 
in the application;

ASSIGNMENT OF RIGHT TO INDEMNITY 


7.—{1) The insured person may assign all or part of 
the right to indemnity under this contract in respect of 
the insured crop.

intention and shall take no further action without the 
written consent of the Commission.

ARBITRATION 
15. When the Commission and the insured person 
fail to resolve any dispute respecting the adjustment of 
a loss under this contract, the matter shall be deter- 


mined by arbitration in accordance with Regulation 
197 of Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1980. 


TIME FOR PAYMENT OF INDEMNITY 


16.—{1) No indemnity under this contract is due 
and payable until, 


(a) the end of the crop year; and 
(b) the payment in full of the premium. 


(2) Where the indemnity payable by the Commis- 
sion under this contract is established by the filing of a 
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Proof of Loss Form or by an award of an arbitrator or 
board of arbitration, it shall be paid within sixty days 
of the receipt by the Commission of the Proof of Loss 
Form or award, as the case may be. 


SUBROGATION 


17. When the Commission has paid a claim for’ 
indemnity under this contract, the Commission is sub- 
rogated to the extent of the payment to all rights of 
recovery of the insured person against any person and 
may bring action in the name of the insured person to| 
enforce those rights. 


RIGHT OF ENTRY 


18. The Commission has a right of entry to the 
premises of the insured person that may be exercised 
by agents of the Commission at any reasonable time 
for any purpose related to the contract of insurance. 


NOTICE 


19.—({1) Any written notice to the Commission shall 
be given by delivering it or mailing it to the Commis- 
sion.

EXEMPTION—THE CORPORATION OF THE 
CITY OF TORONTO—TOR-C-4 


Having received a request from The Corporation of 
the City of Toronto that the undertaking namely: 


the enterprise or activity of a building develop- 
ment involving mixed land uses with significant 
emphasis on affordable and non-profit housing in 
the area of the City of Toronto bounded on the 
west by the westerly limit of Parliament Street, 
on the north by the northerly limits of Front 
Street East, Eastern Avenue and the Eastern 
Avenue Diversion, the westerly limit of St. Law- 
rence Street, and the northerly limit of King 
Street East, on the east by the easterly limit of 
Bayview Avenue, and bounded on the south as 
follows—starting at Parliament Street, east along 
the southerly limit of Mill Street, the westerly 
limit of Cherry Street and the northerly limit of 
the Toronto Terminals Railway Corridor, but 
excluding therefrom the Gooderham & Worts 
properties on the north side of Mill Street 
between Trinity Street and Cherry Street, and 
east along the Railway Corridor to the easterly 
limit of Bayview Avenue, together with lands 
south of the Railway Corridor known as Gordon 
Young/Maple Leaf Mills Ltd. being premises 554 
Lakeshore Boulevard East, (the ‘site’), 


be exempt from the application of the Act pursuant to 
section 29; and 


Having been advised that if the undertaking is sub- 
ject to the application of the Act, the following injury, 
damage or interference with the persons and property 
indicated will occur: 


A. The people of Toronto will be interfered with 
as a result of a delay in bringing onto the 
market much needed non-profit and afford- 
able housing units during a time when wait- 
ing lists for public, non-profit and co-opera- 
tive housing are large and growing rapidly. 


B. Several locations within and off the site of 
the proposed undertaking will not promptly 
benefit from the removal of industrial emis- 
sion sources and contaminated soils if the 
undertaking does not proceed. 


Having weighed such injury damage or interference 
against the betterment of the people of the whole or 
any part of Ontario by the protection, conservation 
and wise management in Ontario of the environment 
which would result from the undertaking being sub- 
ject to the application of the Act; 


The undersigned is of the opinion that it is in the 
public interest to order and orders that the undertak- 
ing is exempt from the application of the Act for the 
following reasons: 
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The public will benefit by the exemption in 
that the undertaking will increase the hous- 
ing supply in the City particularly through 
the provision of affordable housing, non- 
profit housing and housing for persons with 
special needs, at a time when the supply of 
all types of housing in the City and, particu- 
larly within the core area of the City, is in 
great shortage and waiting lists for public, 
non-profit and co-operative housing are 
growing rapidly. 


The site provides a substantial amount of 
land that can be well integrated with the 
existing physical and social infrastructure of 
the City core. It is capable of being devel- 
oped within a reasonable period of time. 


Some locations within the site have undesira- 
ble environmental qualities because of soil 
contamination caused by previous and exist- 
ing industrial land uses which will be remed- 
ied or controlled if the undertaking goes 
ahead. 


The conditions of this order will ensure that 
there is a thorough environmental planning 
and approval process, involving opportuni- 
ties for public participation at various stages. 


The net effects on the environment of the 
undertaking, after the disruption of con- 
struction, should be minimal and be positive 
in nature, particularly considering the exist- 
ing industrial-type uses in the area. 


Environmental effects respecting the under- 
taking will be addressed in detail as set out in 
the conditions of this order. 


A great proportion of the components of the 
undertaking are not subject to the require- 
ments of the EA Act including the municipal 
non-profit housing component and ancillary 
commercial and other uses within the hous- 
ing project.

REGULATION TO AMEND 
REGULATION 933 OF 
REVISED REGULATIONS 
OF ONTARIO, 1980 
MADE UNDER THE 
TOBACCO TAX ACT 


1. Regulation 933 of Revised Regulations 
of Ontario, 1980 is amended by adding 
thereto the following sections: 


3.—(1) In this section, 


“applicant” means a person who applies for a refund 
under this section; 


“debtor” means a person to whom an applicant has 
sold tobacco. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), upon receipt of an 
application in Form 3 made by an applicant who is a 
dealer or a person designated a collector according to 
the regulations under the Act, together with such other 
information as may be required under this section, the 
Minister may refund an amount on account of tax col- 
lectable or payable under the Act that has been remit- 
~ ted by the applicant to the Treasurer or paid over by 
the applicant to a collector or other dealer for sub- 
sequent remittance to the Treasurer, with respect to 
tobacco, equal to, 


(a) where all or a portion of the sale price of the 
tobacco sold by the applicant has not been 
paid and has become an uncollectable debt, 
that portion of the amount remitted or paid 
over by the applicant on account of tax with 
respect to the tobacco that the uncollectable 
debt bears to the total sale price of the tobac- 
co, including the total amount on account of 
tax; and 


(b) where the tobacco has been lost or cannot be 
sold by the applicant by reason of destruc- 
tion, theft or contamination of the tobacco, 
the amount remitted or paid over by the 
applicant on account of tax with respect to 
the tobacco. 


(3) No refund shall be made under this section 
where, 


(a) the collectable or uncollectable portion of the 
debt arising on the sale of the tobacco refer- 
red to in clause (2) (a) has been assigned, with 
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or without recourse, by private contract to 
another person; or 


(b) the applicant is otherwise entitled under the 
Act or the regulations to receive or to apply to 
receive a refund of or an allowance in com- 
pensation for the amount remitted or paid 
over by the applicant on account of the tax 
with respect to the tobacco. 


(4) For the purposes of this section, 
(a) a debt is not an uncollectable debt until, 


(i) the applicant has claimed a deduction 
for the amount of the debt under 
paragraph 20 (1) (p) of the Income Tax 
Act (Canada) in the calculation of the 
applicant’s income for a taxation year 
for the purposes of that Act, and 


(ii) the deduction referred to in subclause 
(i) has been allowed by the Minister of 
National Revenue, by a court on an 
appeal under Division J of the Income 
Tax Act (Canada) or by a court on an 
appeal of a previous court decision; 
and 


(b) a debt shall cease to be an uncollectable debt 
if the deduction referred to in clause (a) is 
subsequently denied on an assessment, reas- 
sessment or additional assessment of tax or in 
a determination of the applicant’s non-capital 
loss under the Income Tax Act (Canada), or 
on an appeal referred to in subclause (a) (ii). 


(5) An application for a refund under clause (2) (a) 
shall be accompanied by, 


(a) copies of all invoices in respect of which a 
refund is being claimed; 


(b) proof that the amount being claimed was 
remitted to the Treasurer or paid over to a 
collector or other dealer for subsequent 
remittance to the Treasurer; and 


(c) proof that the debt in respect of which the 
refund is being claimed is an uncollectable 
debt. 


(6) An application for a refund under clause (2) (b) 
shall be accompained by, 


(a) a copy of any settlement by or written con- 
firmation from an insurance company con- 
firming settlement of any claim for the loss 
with respect to which the refund is being 
claimed; 


(b) a copy of any police report made with respect 
to the loss; 
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(c) a copy of any fire marshal’s report made with 
respect to the cause of the loss; and 


(d) such other information as is necessary to ver- 
ify the loss or contamination of the tobacco 
and the remittance or payment over by the 
applicant of the amount being claimed. 


(7) Where a refund has been made under clause 
(2) (a) or under section 20 of Regulation 934 of Revised 
Regulations of Ontario, 1980 as it existed on the 21st 
day of July, 1988, the tax in respect of the tobacco shall 
remain payable to the Treasurer and the applicant or 
the person who received the refund under the said 
section 20 shall pay to the Treasurer an amount on 
account of tax payable under the Act as determined 
under subsection (8) at any time when the applicant 
receives any payment from or on behalf of the debtor 
or receives any payment from any person in satisfac- 
tion of part or all of the debt in respect of which the 
refund was made. 


(8) For the purpose of subsection (7), the amount 
payable to the Treasurer shall be the amount on 
account of the tax determined by the Minister to have 
been paid to the applicant after allocation of the pay- 
ment to amounts payable to the applicant by the 
debtor on account of tobacco and tax in the order of 
the date of sale by the applicant. 


(9) Where a refund has been made under clause 
(2) (a) and the debt in respect of which the refund was 
made has ceased to be an uncollectable debt, the 
applicant shall become liable to pay to the Treasurer 
the amount of the refund and such amount shall be 
deemed, for the purposes of the recovery thereof, to be 
tax payable by the applicant under the Act. 


(10) Where a refund has been made under clause 
(2) (a) and the applicant has paid an amount to the 
Treasurer under subsection (9), the Minister may make 
a refund to the applicant under clause (2) (a) in an 
amount that is not in excess of the amount paid to the 
Treasurer under subsection (9) if, 


(a) the debt in respect of which the refund was 
originally made subsequently becomes an 
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uncollectable debt by reason of the sub- 
sequent allowance of the deduction referred 
to in clause (4) (a) by the Minister of National 
Revenue or by a court on an appeal of an: 
assessment of tax under the Income Tax Act 
(Canada); and 


neither the applicant nor the Minister of 


National Revenue has any further right of 


appeal, either with or without leave of a 
court, with respect to the issue of the deduct- 
ibility of the debt or part thereof from the 
applicant’s taxable income under that Act. 


(11) No refund shall be made under this section 
unless application therefor is made within three years 
of, 


(a) in the case of a refund under clause (2) (a), the 
date of a notice of assessment or a determi- 
nation of a non-capital loss made under the 


Income Tax Act (Canada) or of a judgment or > 


order of a court, whereby the debt in respect 


of which the refund is claimed is allowed as a. 


deduction referred to in clause (4) (a); and 


(b) in the case of a refund under clause (2) (b), 
the date of the loss or contamination of the 
tobacco in respect of which the refund is 


claimed. 


(12) An application for a refund under this section 
shall be in Form 3. O. Reg. 474/88, s. 1, part.
